Avila  Teaches 
Personal  Finance 

What  woman  can  avoid  handling  her  own 
money?  What  woman  wants  to?  Yet,  when 
Muriel  F.  Siebert,  the  first  woman  to  acquire 
a seat  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange, 
recently  conducted  a survey  of  women’s 
colleges  in  the  United  States  to  find  out  how 
many  offer  courses  in  personal  finance,  her 
findings  revealed  that  the  majority  of  these 
four  year  institutions  offer  no  instruction  in 
how  to  invest  personal  funds  or  in  other 
aspects  of  money  management. 

Of  the  137  institutions  participating  in  the 
survey,  representing  83  per  cent  of  the 
approximately  165  senior  women’s  colleges 
in  the  United  States,  88  colleges,  or  about  64 
per  cent  of  those  reporting,  said  they  offer 
no  instruction  in  how  to  invest  personal 
funds  or  in  individual  money  management. 
Aggregate  enrollments  of  the  reporting  insti- 
tutions exceed  122,000. 

Describing  this  central  finding  of  the 
survey  “incredible,”  Miss  Siebert  adds:  “It 
is  inconceivable  that  the  majority  of  women’s 
colleges  today  are  so  bound  by  tradition  that 
they  require  their  students,  as  a prerequisite 
to  graduation,  to  take  courses  in  lab  science, 
for  example,  while  denying  those  same  stu- 
dents the  opportunity  of  learning  investment 
principles  and  basic  concepts  of  how  to 
manage  their  own  finances.” 

Avila  College  participated  in  Miss  Siebert’s 
survey.  It  is  one  of  the  few  women’s  liberal 
arts  colleges  progressive  enough  to  recog- 
nize its  responsibility  to  provide  instruction 
in  wise  money  management  by  offering  a 
course  in  Personal  Finance.  This  course  is 
being  offered  now  during  this  first  semester. 
Though  it  is  not  scheduled  for  the  second 
semester,  if  the  demand  is  great  enough, 
Sister  Rose  Mary  Willett  will  make  it  a late 
afternoon  or  early  evening  course  offering.
